equipment being curried to any wreck, 
and depots at different coast points 
where Lyle guns and equipment would 
be stored, a coast patrol service, other 
lights at points further to the west- 
ward than Clayoquot, the furthest, west

And 
so the people who pursue a campaign 
of iiiquisitl vehess regarding the conduct 
or public affairs, like' Messrs, Foster 
and Bonnet and Fowler, are designated 
individuals of "tawdry reputation," are 
characterized as of "lean and hungry 
look," and as obstructing and unneces- 
sarily standing in the way of the gov- 
ernment coach and four.

A correspondent asks us whal we 
have to say to an article, a port ion of 
Which was published in the Times of 
Saturday, with reference to public 
school education, written by an English- 
man in the National Heview of May. 
All we have to say in reply is thai the 
object of the application of this article 

10 the discussion of the proposal made 
by the Colonist for private schools in 
this city, based On tin' modol of EtOli 
and Harrow, was either to deceive the 
public in respect to the merits of the 
discussion or to prove most conclusively 
that the editor of the Times has but a 
very vague idea of the subject be has 
Ibeen discussing. The writer of Ihe ar- 
ticle iii the National Review is not 
singling out 'Eton or Harrow or the 
other great public schools of Kughuid in 
order to puncture their methods. He is 
dealing with the whole character of pub- 
lic school education of Great Britain, 
in universities as well as academies. 
He is dealing with the practicability 
and utility of education as taught in 
seats of learning of all kinds, as com- 
pared wilb the modern needs and re- 
quirements of the world. under new 
conditions. We are living in an age 
when classical learning is uo criterion, 
as il formerly was, of a man's ability 
to pursue bis way in the world. The 
l'ault which Mr. Lucas is pointing to is 
the fault of Ihe English syst 
training boys as a rule — the lack of 
nothing, except the army or navy or 
nothing .except the army or navy or 
the church. Latterly, of course, sonic 
attention is given I" the bar and to 
medicine, and attention Is now being 
directed to the applied sciences. The 
conditions to which the writer refers 
are the conditions of probably 23 years 
ago. and much has been changed since 
unit time, although his criticisms are 
to a large extent yet deserved, mid are 
aimed at an aimless university career, 
of which tuition in England in Eton and 
'Harrow is but the first stage. 1 1, is a 
criticism, notwithstanding the splendid 
traditions of Oxford ami Cambridge and 
Dublin, which has always applied, and 
-with greater force in olden days than 
recently. Readers will remeniher ihe 
violent complaints which- (Milton made 
with respect, lo his Alma Mater, and 
Milton was, though perhaps a captious 
critic, only one of a long series of 
writers who have animadverted in a 
similar strain on the general poor re- 
sults to the ordinary student which have 
llown from a university career. There 
is one crowning glory lo Ihe English 
schools, and it is thai of athletics, If 

11 made nothing else out of Ihe students, 
it. made Ihem into good animals, who 
could take their place in the field Of 
battle, or on the deck of Ihe man of 
war, or as adventurers in a new coun- 
try. There ar any things lacking in 

an Englishman's training In make him 
as useful as he might otherwise be in 
after life and as a factor in his coun- 
try; Ibut with that it is not our business 
to concern ourselves at present, except 
to say that the article in Ihe National 
Magazine is intended to deal with the 



Notwithstanding that the Scriptures 
are many centuries old, they still enjoy 
an increasing popularity. This is well 
shown by the reports of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, which held its 
annual meeting at Exeter Hall on the 
L'ml of May lust. From the point of 
literature alone it is doubtful if any 
book or series of books has ever been 
produced equal In Interest to many of 
the chapters of Holy Writ. It is no 
wonder, therefore, that circulation of 
copies of the Bible is so well main- 
tained. Almost 6,000,000 copies were 
sold for the year ending March 30, 
liluti, o,- about 33,000 more than the 
year previous; and this is the more 
remarkable, we are told, in the face of 
the disturbed conditions which have 
prevailed in Russia, China and Japan, 
where some of the society's heaviest 
sales take place. The polyglot nature 
of the Bible Society's work is instanced 
in the fact that at. Winnipeg 1 , tor 
example. Scriptures were supplied in 
forty-three different languages, while 
at Johannesburg versions in fifty-two 
languages were sold at the depot in 
that city and a fifty-third was asked 
for by a new-comer, who demanded a 
Bible In Icelandic, which the agent had 
not there on the spot. During the 
past year eleven new languages ■have 
been added to the society's list of ver- 
sions. The Bible 'Society has now 
promoted Hie translation, printing or 
distribution of some part of the- Bible 
in 4110 different languages. The new 
tongues are Ladaklle, Singpho, Kuliviu, 
Mech (or Kacharl), Zlgula, Laotian, 
Saa, Bemba, Colloquial Arabic, Kast 
Santo and Brl-Bri. How many of our 
readers can say offhand where any one 
of these Is spoken? Ladaklle Is spoken 
on the Thibet frontier. Singpho is| a 
language spoken by a people residing 
among Hie hills in the far east of 
Assam. Kuliviu is a language 
spoken on one of the islands in 
New Hebrides; the people will pay 
for these books in arrowroot Mech 
is a dialect spoken by about u quarter 
of a million people living on Ihe plains 
of North Assam, Zlgula Is spoken by 
f the Wa-Zlguias, who cover a large 



area In German East Africa, Laotian 
Is spoken by the Laos tribes, who live 
In the interior of An nam, French Indo- 
china; and in order to print this, 
special type-will have to be cast, trom 
designs that have been supplied by 
native scribes. Saa Is spoken on tin 
Island of Mwala, one of the British 
Solomon Islands, which have become 
Christianized. Bemba is spoken by 

the tribes living In Central Africa to 
the north of Lake Bangweolo. Collo- 
quial Arabic Is being prepared for the 
unlearned in Egypt who do no! under- 
stand classical Arabic. East Santo Is 
another of the many languages spoken 
In the New Hebrides. Bri-Brl is the 
language of Indians near Panama. 

The Bible Society has supported 9(10 
colporteurs, who sold during the year 
nearly 2, 260, 000 volumes. It also sup- 
ported 070 native Christian Blblewomen 
j/omployed In connection with about 
' forty different missionary organiza- 
tions in the East, and it helped to 
maintain 100 European Blblewomen. 
most of whom are working In London 
beck streets, These are all most in- 
teresting facts. Another not less im- 
portant is given In the fact that at the 
last monthly meeting orders were 
placed with the various printing firms 
doing business for the society aggre- 
gating (153,000 volumes.

Vancouver Island const, is known 
Olllcially as liie .Meyer-Rogers Self- 
Anchorlng Projectile and has been 
pronounced by life savers of this coast 
tu be far superior to the Dylc gun In 
both durability and action. It wdll bo 
taken on board the revenue cutter 
Grant to be given Its olliclal tests in 
the presence of naval engineers and 
members of the life-saving hoard. 

For the post lour months the two I ( 
men have been working; quietly at Hie! | 
Federal Valve Works, near Fremont, | ( 
perfecting their plans, and finally se- 
cured a patent in the latter part of 
March, Communications between the 
inventors and the war department 
ended in the government authorizing 
an ofHclal trial mi the revenue cutter 
Grant, the demonstration to he given 
the latter part of next week. 

The gun Itself is simple in design 
and construction, resembling in Its 

lines the ordinary signal gun carried 
on all government, vessels. It is of 
specially tempered liiokcli/.od steel, 
wiili a. diminishing bore, Its thickness 
ranging from two and one half inches 
lo one ami one fourth Indies. The 
weight of the gun. Including Ihe mov- 
able carriage, approximates BOO pounds, 
Ihe rifto »ore being three feet ill 
nn- 1 length, Pour pounds of block powder 
Ihe j w ill bo used ill the discharge of the 
I j eight -pronged grappling honk, callable 
Ions I of producing a liOO-foot range. This 
the inventors slate can be increased 
without danger to 2000 feet. 

The projectile, which resembles' two 
four-flanged anchors, weighs in Its 
present form 52 pounds. 

Attached to the inner sel of prongs 
is the life rope, which Is three-quar- 
ters of an Inch in diameter, capable of 
carrying a man in the shore, either hi 
a breeches buoy or by the boatswain's 
chair method.

City Surveyors Declare the Park 
Boundaries Are Being En- 
croached on. 



It Ss understood Mint within the 
■past- few days, while engaged in sur- 
veying for a permanent sidewalk on 
Avalon road, it has been found that 
several properly holders on KatUeriue 
.street are encroaching 611 the park boun- 
daries. The alleged encroachment is 
.said to extend from Toronto street 011 
Hie north to the Colonist hotel on tho 
south and to lie from a foot to 1-1 feet. 

At present the original park boundary 
is outlined as at the corner of Toronto 
and Kutherine street, while tho second 
is just beyond the Colonist hotel. The 
line just run, bi-sects the subdivision in 
a triangular fashion which makes it ap- 
pear as though the' owners of the prop- 
erty near Avalon road are about 14 feet 
on the park reserve.

11: is understood that the owners 
have been given two years to get back 
to the correct line. How the mistake 
arose it is difficult to state. The first, 
residence to be erected in that block 
was thai constructed by I'. Leach, who 
was at that time city engineer. Some 
of the owners have already expressed 
themselves as determined not to accept 
the new line as final. One stated that 
lie paid for a lot Kit feet deep; and if 
the line is taken from the present sur- 
rey he will only have a lot L20 feet, 
deep; and he is desirions of knowing 
•where his remaining .1-1 feet has gone 
to. 

At present the city workmen who are 
engaged in laying the sidewalk on 
Avalon road will halt 11 feet from the 
corner, ns the officials claim that: they 
have no right to proceed further.
